Nad his deſcent. from the dukes of Tuſcany,” and 
M from Normandy came into England. His poſ- 
. x M terity flouriſhed in England and Wales; and 
Maurice Fitz- Gerald paſſiiq into Ireland, with his couſin, 
Richard Strongbow, earl of Pembroke, was one of the con- 
querors of that kingdom in the reign of Henry II. For his ſer- 
vvices upon this occaſion, the earl of Pembroke confirmed to him 
divers lands in Leinſter, particularly the barony, or half cantred 
of Offaley, and the caſtle of Wykenlooe (now Wicklow.) * 
He died in 1177, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, Gerald, 
lord Offaley, and he by his eldeſt ſon, Maurice, who in 1229 


was conſtituted lord juſtice of Ireland. He died in 1257, and 
was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, Sir Gerald F e 


Offaley, who in 1291 was ſucceeded by Thomas, his ſon, and 
he by John Fitz- Thomas, his ſon, who having performed ma- 
ny great ſervices to the crown, in England as well as Ireland, 
was by Edward II. an May 14, 1316, created Earl of Kildare, 
by letters patent, and died on the 10th of September follow - 
ing. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſurviving ſon, Thomas,

| ſecond earl, and be by his eldeſt ſurviving ſon, Richard, third 

earl, who died in 1529, in his minority. To him fucceeded 
his brother Maurice, fourth earl, who was knighted by Ed- 
ward III. at the fiege of Calais, and was lord juftice of Ireland. 
He was ſucceeded, Auguſt 15, 1390,. by his ſon Gerald, fifth 
earl, who dying in 1410, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 
John, ſixth earl, and he by his only ſon, Thomas, ſeventh 
earl, who was lord deputy of Ireland in 1454, and conſtituted 
lord chancellor in 1463. He died on March 25, 1478, and 
was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſan, Gerald, the eighth earl, who 
fell ſeveral times under the diſpleaſure of Henry VII. but hav- 
ing eſcaped all the ſnares laid by his enemies, was, by patent, 
appointed lord lieutenant, on Auguſt 6, 1496, and performed 
many great and important ſervices in Ireland, defeating the 
Iriſh chiefs of Connaught, in the famous battle of Knocktoe, 
Auguſt 19, 1504. For theſe ſervices he was elected a knight 

A the garter; he was continued in the government by Hen- 
VIII. who ſucceeded to the throne on the 22d of April 1 500, 


0 * and being wounded by one O More of Leix, died in Septem- 
* ber 1513. This great earl kept the kingdom in better con- 
dition than had been ever done before; being ſo famous for his 
many ſucceſsful victories, that he awed the rebels by his repu- 
tation alone; and ſecured the pale by erecting the caſtles of 
Rathville, Lincarrig, Caſtledermot, Athy, and others upon 
the borders; diſperſing colonies. in proper places; rebuilding 
ruined towns, and — the Iriſh fortifications; and was 
frequently entruſted with the chief government of the kingdom, 
becauſe he was a man of great intereſt and courage, and his 
name was more terrible to the Iriſh than an army. He had 
two wives 3 and by his firſt, Aliſon, daughter and coheir of Sir 
Rowland e, of Harriſtoun, in the county of Kildare, 
had iſſue, 10 
Gerald, ninth earl, who on Feh 18, 1503, was appointed 
high treaſurer of Ireland, and was afterwards lord juſtice and 
lord deputy of the kingdom; and performing many conſi - 
derable ſervices againſt the Iriſh. rebels, the king, (Henry VIII.) 
HE in recompence thereof, by patent, granted to him and his heirs 
male, the cuſtoms, tonnage, poundage, and other profits ariſ- 
2 ing out of the towns and ports of Strangford and Ardglaſs, 
with their members and creeks, in the county of Down. He 
continued to act with vigour and ſucceſs in his poſt of lord de- 
puty, when his enemies having accuſed him of various inftan- 
ces of male- adminiſtration, he was, in 1519, ſent for to Eng- 
land, to give an account of his conduct, and was acquitted of 
the charges brought againſt him; but through the malice of 
cardinal Wolſey, removed from the government of Ireland. 
| However, in 1524, he was again conſtituted lord deputy. He 
| was twice more ſent for to England upon various acculations,

and as often acquitted with honour ; but ſoon after was tuilty * 

of ſeveral hoſtilities upon the king's liege ſubjects, and diſpo- 

ſeſſed John Allen, archbiſhop of Dublin, of the chancellor- 
ſhip, who had been raiſed to that poſt by the intereſt of Wol- 
y. He was again ſent for to England, having deputed his ſon 
homas, then juſt at age, to manage the government in his 
abſence, who having it falſely ſuggeſted to him, that his father 
had been beheaded in England, was driven into a rebellion, 
and committed many exceſſes; but at laſt being obliged to ſur- 
render, he was, with his five uncles, ſons of the eighth earl's 
ſecond marriage, ſent to England, and there executed; and 
the old earl, oppreſſed with grief, died Dec. 12, 1534, in the 
Tower of London, before their execution, and was buried in 
the chapel thereof. The earl and his fon were afterwards at- 

tainted, and the honour and eftate forfeited to the crown. 

This earl, by his firſt wife, Elizabeth, daughter of John lord 
Zouch of Codnover, had Thomas, the tenth earl, executed as 
above; and four daughters: And by his ſecond, Elizabeth, 
fourth daughter of Thomas Gray, marquis of Dorſet, had two 
ſons and three daughters; Gerald, who being reſtored, was 
the eleventh earl; and Edward, of whom hereaftet : lady Mar- 
garet, who died unmatried ; lady Elizabeth, third wife of Ed- 
ward lord Clinton, created earl of Lincoln; and lady Ciceley. 
Gerald, the eldeſt ſon, eleventh earl, was, to avoid the rage 

of the government, ſent abroad very young, and did not return 
till after the acceffion of king Edward VI. when having mat= 
ried the daughter of Sir Anthony Brown; knight of the garter, 
he was by that means reſtored to favour, and king Edward, in 
1552, knighted him, and by patent reftoted him to the lord- 
ſhips and manors of Manooth, Portleſter, &c. &c. When 
queen Mary came to the throne, he was, by like letters patent, 
reſtored to his honours alſo, in 1554, and foon after to all tlie 
other eſtates fotfeited to the erown by his father's attaindet. 
On the 23d of February 1568, he was, with his brother and 
filters, reſtored in blood, in the parliament of Ireland, and the 
attainder of his father was repealed. His lordſhip performed 
many conſiderable ſervices in his native country, to queen Eli- 

zabeth, and died on November 16, 1585. By his lady, above

title of viſcount Leinſter of Taplow ; and on March 3, 1761, 
1 George III. was raiſed to the dignity of a marquis of Ire- 
land, by the ſtile and title of marquis of Kildare and earl of 
Offaley. In March 1760, he was conſtituted maſter general 
of the ordnance in Ireland, and colonel of the royal regiment 
of artillery ; and in 1761, raiſed to the rank of a major general, 
but the forementioned employments he reſigned in 1765. On 
November 16, 1766, his majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to, 
confer upon his lordſhip, and his heirs male, the dignity of a 
duke of the kingdom of Ireland, by the ſtile and title of duke 
of Leinſter.

AIR Gilbert de Nugent, and his brothers, accompanied Sir 
Hugh de Lacy in the expedition to Ireland, in the reign of 
Henry II. and Sir Hugh, in recompence of his ſervices, ' gave 
him to wife Roſa, his ſiſter, and with her the barony of Det- 
vin, to him and his heizs, with all the appurtenances and 
towns (except the village of Torrochelack, belonging to the 
abbot of Foure) to hold by the fervice of five knights fees. 
This large track of land Sir Gilbert diftributed to his brethren 
and others. 

He had ide two ſons, Adam and Hugh, who both died 
before him without iflue ; whereupon he made over his whole

DILLON, Earl of ROSCOMMON. 


*'ENRY Delion, or Dillon, in the year 1185, went into 

1 & Ireland, as ſecretary. to John earl of Mortagne (aſter- 
wards king John) who made him a grant of Mac Carron's. 
territories, called Corknii, with part of Annaly, now the 
county of Longford, and a great part of Mac Geoghegan's and 

— O-Melaghlin's lands, extending from the river Shannon to 
Cloghanenumora, eaſt of Mullingar, to hold  capite, by the 
ſervice of fixty knights fees. This large track was called after 
its lord, Dillon's county, and ſo continued till the kingdom 
was reduced into ſhires by king Henry VIII. when it was di- 
vided: into the baronies of Kilkenny-weſt, &c. The ſaid Hen- 
ry was knighted, and left iſſue three ſons, Sir Thomas, his 
heir; Sir Robert, of Dunimony, whoſe poſterity ended in the 
reign of Edward IV. John, a prieſt: and a daughter, wife of 
the eldeſt ſon of Sir William Pettyt, tiled baron of Mullingar. 
Sir Thomas, the eldeſt, was father of Henry, father of ano- 
ther Henry, living in the reign of Edward III. He was father 
of Robert, lord of Drumrany, father of Gerald, who had four 
ſons; Maurice, anceſtor of the viſcount Dillon; Henry, prior 
of St. Peter's, at Newtown, near Trim; Sir James, anceſtor 
of the earl of Roſcommon ; and John.

T HIS family probably bore the name of Cirenceſter, 
being of principal eminence in the county of Devon, 
and having flouriſhed for many generations at South-Poole, 


near King's-Bridge, where their moſt ancient reſidence was. 
. Walleran de Cirenceſter was ſucceeded by his ſon John, 
father of Sir John, whoſe ſon, Sir Thomas Chichefter, was 
lord of the manor of St. Mary-Church, (an eminent ſea-mark 


on the eaſt ſide of Torbay) in right of his wife, Alicia de Ro- 


tomago, temp. Hen. III. in whoſe reign he exerciſed many con- 


fiderable offices. William, his ſon, was father of Sir John 
Chicheſter, . father of Richard, veho fixed the firname to Chi- 
"cheſter, and was father of John, who in 34, 45, and 46, 


Edward III. repreſented the borough of Melcombe-Regis in 

arliament ; as alſo in 1381, 5 Rich. II. He was father of 
Sir John, who in 1433, 12 Henry VI. was returned by the 
king's commiſſioners, one of the principal gentlemen of the 
county of Devon; and wakes 1 Thomaſine, daughter and 
heir of Sir William Raleigh of Raleigh, near Barnſtaple, in 
Devon, with her had that eſtate.

Sir John, the fourth baronet, who ſucceeded his father in 
1717, and was alſo repreſentative for Barnſtaple; who by his 
wife Anne, daughter of John Leigh of Newport, in the [fle of 
Wight, Eſq; had two ſons, Sir John, his ſucceſſor; and Wil 
liam : And died Sept. 4, 1740. | | 

We now return to Arthur, ſecond ſon of Sir John Chi- 
cheſter,” by Gertrude Courtenay, before mentioned. Which 
Arthur taking to a military life in the reign of queen Eliza- 
beth, was engaged in whatever ſervice his ſovereign's intereſt 
required, ſerved ſeveral years in the French army under Hen- 
ry IV. and was knighted by that prince. He was afterwards 
very ſerviceable in the reduction of Ireland, by his military 
exploits and his wiſe counſels. On April 21, 1603, he was 
admitted of the privy council, and in the enſuing September, 
3833 of Carrickfergus, and colonel and governor of the 
orces ſtationed there, May 9, 1604, with other conſiderable 
charges. In February 1603, he was conſtituted lord deputy 
of Ireland, in which poſt he ated in ſuch a manner, as to en- 
force the laws, and civilize the remoteſt parts of the country. 
He was alſo. very inſtrumental in planting the forfeited eftates 
in Ulſter, and fo pleaſed the king thereby, that he made him 
conſiderable grants of lands in that province; and on Febru- 
ary 23, 1612, created him baron Chicheſter of Belfaſt. He

continued in the government of the kingdom for ten years 
ſucceſſively, and manifeſted therein the moſt. conſummate care 
and abilities. In July 1614, he was again conſtituted lord 
deputy, and continued in that poſt till November 29, 1615;

of Ireland; and in 1622, was ſent ambaſſador to the EleQor

D ADULPH, or Ralph de Lambart, accompanied Wil- 

. liam I. in his expedition for the conqueſt of England, in 
the year 1066, and was with him in the battle of Haſtings, 
ſo fatal to Harold, and ſo deciſive of the fate of England. 
He had a ſon, Hugh Fitz-Lambart, (Lambert, Lamberd, or 
Lan-bard, for thus differently has the name been written) 
who was father of Sir William, who married Gundred, 
daughter of William earl of Warren and Surry, (by Gundred 
his wife, fourth daughter of the Conqueror) and was by her 

father of Henry de Lambart, who was ſtandard- bearer to Hen- 
ry II. and marrying Alice, only daughter of Geoffrey de 
Maundeville, earl of Eſſex, had by her a ſon, John, ſeated 
at Skipton in. Yorkſhire, to whom his uncle, William earl of 
Eſſex, confirmed by charter his mother's fortune, in the 
towns of York, Skipton and Broughton. He had iſſue two 
ſons, whereof Thomas, the youngeſt, in 1221 or 1222, was 
ſheriff of London, and died without iſſue. Edmund, the 
elder, was his ſucceſſor, who was honoured with knighthood, 
and had three ſons; 1, Edmund, whoſe ſon, Edward, was fa- 
ther of John Lambart of Preſton, in Yorkſhire, Eſq; who had 
only two daughters, his coheirs; Iſabel, wife of Hen 
Lambart of Skipton, of whom hereafter ; and Jane, of Tho- 
mas Danby of Dent, Eſq; whoſe only daughter, Elizabeth, 
was wite of Giles Whitacre, Eſq; and whoſe eldeſt daughter, 
Elizabeth, was the wife of John Lambart, of whom preſently.

Sir Oliver, his only fon, by his eminent ſervices” to his 
country, laid the foundation of the honours conferred upon 
the family. He attended Robert earl of Eſſex in his firſt ex- 
pedition to Spain, and was by him knighted for his bravery 
at the ſtorming of Cadiz. He afterwards was a commander 
in the low countries, and commanded a company of foot in 
one of the two old regiments ſent to Ireland with the ſaid earl, 
where he ſerved with great bravery, and was appointed ma- 
ſter of the camp, and after ſerjeant major of the army. In 
1601, he was appointed governor of Connaught. In 1603, 
he was ſworn of the privy council to king James I. In 1615, 
one of the council of the province of Munſter ; and, in — 
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of his many great and eminent ſervices, was created a peer of 
Ireland, on January 10, 1617, by the title of lord Lambart 


baron of Cavan; but deceaſed July 9, 1618. He married

nity of earl of Cavan, and viſcount of Kilcourſie, He mar- 
ried Jane, younger daughter of Richard Robartes, lord Ro- 
bartes of Trimm, ſiſter of John, created earl of Radnor; - and 
dying June 20, 1660, left iſſue by her five ſons and four 
daughters, viz. Richard, lord Lambart; Francis, who died 
unmarried; Oliver, anceſtor of the family of Painſtoyn; 
Charles and Walter, who died without iſſue: lady Elizabeth, 


who died unmarried; lady Heſther, wife, firſt, 'of Sir Edward 


Herbert, anceſtor, by her, of the Herberts of Durrow, in the 
King's county, baronets; and ſecondly, lieutenant colonel 
Samuel Finch, of Kilcolman, in the county of Tipperary, 
whoſe poſterity ſtill ſubſiſts there; lady Roſe, who had three 
huſbands, viz. Edward, ſon and heir of Sir Anthony Braba- 
zon of Tallaghſtown, in the county of Louth, Knt. William 
Fitzgerald of Glenane, in the county of Cork, Eſq; and John 
Taafe, Eſq; youngeſt fon of Theobald earl of Carlingford ; 
lady Arabella, the youngeſt daughter, died unmarried. .

O BRIEN, Earl of INCHIQUIN. 


HIS ancient and noble family is deſcended from the 

old kings of Ireland, whom to recapitulate, would be 
little more than a ſtring of uncouth names, which may be ſeen 
in the hiſtories of Ireland: We ſhall therefore begin, by ob- 

_ ſerving that Connor, king of Thomond, had ſeveral ſons, 
the eldeſt of which, Donough the Fat, being a minor at the 
death of his father, was diſpoſſeſſed of his territories by Mur- 
rough, his uncle, under pretence of thaniſtry, or popular 
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election, (then in general uſe, but aboliſhed by James I. in 
1605) whereby the eſtate and titles were to deſeend, for life, 
to the eldeſt and worthieſt man of the blood and name of him 
that died laſt ſeized. By this cuſtom Murrough had uſurped 
the lordſhip of Ibrackan, which, upon his brother Connor's 
death, he reſigned to his ſon, the ſaid Donough, and ſeized, as 
aforeſaid, the ſeignory of Thomond, which he preſerved in 
peace and good order during his life, and ſubmitted to the lord 
deputy, by whoſe advice, with O Neile, Mac-William Burke, 
his nephew Donough, as thaniſt of Ibrackan, and Mac-Gt1 
Patrick, he repaired to England, where arriving on June 3, 
1543, he made an humble and free ſubmiſſion to the king, 
together with a formal reſignation of his captainſhip, title, 
ſuperiority, and country, into his hands; and entered into ar- 


ticles, two of which were, that he ſhould utterly forſake the 


name of O Brien, and uſe ſuch as the king ſhould give him; 
and that he and his heirs, and the inhabitants of ſuch lands as 
the king ſhould pleaſe to give him, ſhould uſe the Engliſn ha- 
bit and manner, and the Engliſh language, &c. Theſe, and 
other articles and conditions, he promiſed duly to obſerve and 
perform; whereupon he was created earl of 'T homond for life, 
and baron of Inchiquin, to the heirs male of his body; by 
patent, dated at Greenwich, July 1, 1543 ; and, on account 
of the injuſtice done to his nephew, Donough, the king alſo 
created him baron of Ibrackan, to him and his iſſue male; and 
earl of Thomond for life, from the deceaſe of his uncle Mur- 
rough. Donough enjoyed the title of Thomond, after his 
uncle, till he ſurrendered the patent to king Edward VI. who 
granted him a new one, dated at Dublin, November 7, 1552, 


conferring the honour on him and the heirs male of his body; 


and further ordered, that he ſhould poſſeſs all the honours and 
lands which had fallen to the crown by the death of his faid 
uncle, Murrough ; and from him the earls of Thomond en- 
joyed their title in lineal ſucceſſion, till the death of Henry, 
the eighth earl, who was by king George I. created viſcount 
Tadcaſter, in the county of York, on October 19, 1714. 
Which Henry, earl of Thomond, having no iſſue by his wife, 
lady Elizabeth Seymour, eldeſt daughter of Charles duke of 
Somerſet, and dying on April 20, 1741, left by will all bis 
eſtates to Murrough, lord O Brien, ſon and heir of the earl of 
 Inchiquin, and the heirs male of his body; remainder to Per- 
| of Wyndham, younger fon of Sir William Wyndham of Or- 

ard- Wyndham, in the county of Somerſet, Bart. and his 
heirs, he and they reſpectively taking the ſirname of O Brien, 
of whom ſee further under the title of earl of Thomond, 
hereafter. f | 


We now return to Murrough, above noticed, created earl of 
Thomond for life, and baron of Inchiquin to his heirs-male, , 
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anceſtor of the earls of Inchiquin, who was ſucceeded, as ba- 
ron of Inchiquin, by his eldeſt ſon, 

_ Dermoid, ſecond baron, who married Margaret, eldeft 
daughter of Donough, the ſecond earl of 'Thomond, by whom 
he had Murrough Mac Dermoid O Brien, the third baron, 
born in 1350, who married Mable, eldeſt daughter of Chri- 
ſtopher, ninth lord Delvin, by whom he had Murrough, the 
fourth baron, who married Margaret, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Cuſack, lord chancellor and lord juſtice of Ireland, by whom 
he had Dermoid, the fifth baron, who married Ellen, eldeſt 
daughter of Sir Edmund Fitz-Gerald of Cloyne, Knt. by 
whom he had iſſue four ſons and three daughters, viz. Mur- 
rough, of whom hereafter; Henry, a captain in the army, 
who died without ifſue ; Chriſtopher, who died in infancy ; 
lieutenant colonel Chriſtopher O Brien, who died without 
iſſue : Honora, wife of 5 of the county of 
Kerry, Eſq; Mary, of Dr. Michael Boyle, archbiſhop of 
Armagh; and Anne, who died young. He died on Dec. 29, 
1624, and was ſucceeded by his eldeft ſon, 

Murrough, fixth baron, who was very. ſerviceable to his 
king and country in the rebellion of 1641; and in 1642, 
fought the Iriſh at Newtown, in the county of Cork ; and on 
September 2, he, with 1850 foot, and 400 horſe, defeated- 
their army of 7000 foot and 500 horſe, near Liſcarrol, in that 
county, commanded by the lord Mountgarret, ſlaying 800 of 
the enemy, and taking their cannon, 13 colours and ftan- 
dards, 300 muſkets, 13 waggons and 3 barrels of powder, 
having on his fide only the lord Kynelmeakie, and 12 ſoldiers 
killed, and about 20 wounded. In 1643, he entered into the 
ſervice of the Engliſh parliament, diſguſted with the ingrati- 
tude he met with from king Charles I. and the manifeſt par- 
tiality of his miniſtry to the Iriſh, by whom he was conſtituted 
preſident of Munſter, and performed many remarkable ſervices 
againſt the Iriſh,- particularly in defeating their army of 7464 
foot and 1076 horſe, commanded by lord Taafe, at Knock- 

roſs, near Mallow, laying 3000, and taking 6000 arms, 38

_ their baggage and ammunition ; upon advice of which victory,

1647, finding the Engliſh were entering into ſuch meaſures 

| againſt the king, as he could by no means approve, he deter- 
3 mined to return to his duty to his ſovereign; and in Septem- 
1 ber 1648, delivered up the whole province of Munſter to the 
marquis of Ormond, for which the parliament voted him a 

traitor. However, at the cloſe of the year 1649, things took 

- ſuch a turn, that he was forced to fly into France, in the ſer- 
vice of which country he was promoted to be a lieutenant ge- 

"_ 5 neral, 
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neral, and made viceroy of Catalonia, conquered by the arms 
of the French. Afterwards he ſerved in Spain and the Nether- 
lands; and being ordered to command the troops ſent to aſſiſt 
the Portugueze on their revolt from Spain, he, with his eldeſt, 
ſon, and all his family, were taken hy an Algerine Corſair, . 
which occaſioned the ſending of count Schomberg on that ſer- 
vice, who extricated his Portugueſe majeſty from many trou- 
bles. Having ranſomed himſelf and family, he retired into 
France, and ſurviving his own and the public-troubles, was a 
witneſs of the reſtoration of king Charles II. and in that year 
was created earl of Inchiquin, and reſtored to his eſtate, by an 
act of the Engliſh parliament, confirmed by the act of ſettle- 
ment; and by the act of explanation, the ſum of 80001. was 
ordered to be paid him out of the treaſury, as a mark of his 
majeſty's favourable and gracious conſideration of his loſſes and 
ſufferings. His lordſhip married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
William St. Leger, prefident of Munſter, by whom he had 
iſſue three ſons and four daughters, viz, William, of whom 
hereafter ; Charles, captain of a ſhip of war, ſlain at the ſiege 
of Maeftricht, temp. Car. II. unmarried; John, an officer in 
the ſervice of the States-general, who died without iſſue : 
lady Elizabeth, wife, firſt, of Richard Southwell, Eſq; and 
mother by him of Thomas, the firſt lord Southwell ; and ſe- 
condly, of John Macnemera of Crattalow, in the county of 
Clare, Eſq; lady Honora, of Theobald, the third lord Brittas, 
who was forfeited for his adherence to James II. and outlawed 
in I691 ; lady Mary, wife, firſt, of Henry Boyle of Caſtle- 
martyr, Eſq; ſecondly, of Sir Thomas Dilkes, rear admiral 
of the red ſquadron of the Britiſh” fleet; and thirdly, of co- 
lonel John Irwin of Sligo; and lady „Who died unmar- 
ried. He was ſucceeded by his, eldeſt ſon, 

William, ſecond earl, who ſerved with his father in the 
wars abroad, and loſt his eye by a ſhot in the fight with the 
above-mentioned Algerine Corſair. In 1670, he was ap- 
pointed captain general of the forces in Africa, and governor 
of Tangier, in which poſts he continued for the ſpace of fix 
years. On March 5, 1674, he was conſtituted colonel of the 
Tangier, or queen's own regiment of foot; but in 1689, was 
attainted' by the parliament of James II. and his eſtate was ſe- 
queſtered. After the revolution, he was appointed governor 
of Jamaica, where he died in January 1691, at St. Jago de la 
Vega, and was buried in the church of that town. He mar- 
_ Tied firſt, lady Margaret Boyle, third daughter of Roger, firſt 
earl of Orrery, by whom he had iſſue William; Henry, who 
died in his infancy; and James, who died unmarried, on his

On May 28, 1725, he 
was created a knight of the Bath, and was inſtalled at Weſt- 
minſter on June 17 following, In 1741, on the death of the 
earl of Thomond, he was appointed governor of the county of 
Clare, as alſo cuſtos rotulorum; and in January 1744, a lord 
of the bedchamber to the late prince of Wales, His lordſhip 
married, March 21, 1720, lady Anne Hamilton, eldeſt daugh- 
ter and heir of George earl of Orkney, (by Elizabeth, eldeſt 
daughter of Sir Edward Villiers, and fiſter of his lordſhip's 
mother) and by her, who ſucceeded her father in his honours,

4 T HIS noble family is originally from France, Sir John 
I Coote coming into England, and ſettling in Devon- 
ſhire, married a daughter of Sir John Forteſcue of that coun- 
ty, by whom he was father of Sir William, father of another 
vir William, father of Sir John, father of Robert, father of 
Thomas, father of Sir John, father of John, father of Rich- 
ard, father of Chriſtopher, father of Richard, anceſtor of the 
Cootes of the county of Norfolk, and Sir John, anceſtor of 
the noble families of the Cootes of Ireland: Alſo of a fon, 
Robert, who had a daughter, Anne, who became his heir; 
and marrying Robert Waldgrave, Eſq; carried the Devonſhire 
eſtates into that family. John, the ſecond ſon, had four ſons, 
Richard, Francis, Chriſtopher, and Nicholas; whereof Fran- 
cis was ſeated at Eaton, in Norfolk, and was ſervant to queen 
Elizabeth, whoſe ſon, Sir Nicholas, living in 1636, had iſſue 
Sir Charles of Caſtle Cuffe, in the Queens- county, who came 

into Ireland very young, ſerved in the wars againſt O Neile, 
earl of Tiroen, and was by James I. in 1605, appointed pro- 
voſt marſhal of the province of Connaught for life. In 1613, 
he was made joint general collector and receiver of the king's 
compoſition- money in Connaught, alſo for life. In 1616, he 
received the honour of knighthood, and in 1620, was ap- 
pointed vice-preſident of Connaught, and ſworn of the privy 
council, as he was alſo to Charles I. upon his acceſſion to the 
crown, Who in 1621 created him a baronet of Ireland. On 
May 7, 1634, he was made cuſtos rotulorum for the Queen's- 
county, which he repreſented in the parliament of 1639, and 
in 1640 was appointed colonel of a regiment of foot, with the 
pay of 11. 108. by the day. He was very ſerviceable, and 
a great ſufferer in the rebellion of 1641. On the 23d of Fe- 
bruary 1641-2, he accompanied the earl of Ormond to Kil- 
fughlan, near Dublin, when they drove the Iriſh out of their 
intrenchments ; and on April 16, 1642, he relieved the caſtle 
of Ballylivan, in the county of Kildare; and on the loth of 
. y D 4 1 May, 
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May, was ſent with Sir Thomas Lucas, and fix troops of 
horſe, to relieve Birr, and ſome other ſtrong places; to effect 
which, they were to paſs a cauſeway broken by the rebels, 
who had caſt uv a ditch at the end thereof. Sir Charles head- 
ed thirty dragoons on foot, beat off the enemy, with the loſs 
of their captain and forty men, and relieved the caſtles of Birr, 
Burraſs, and K nocknemeaſe; and having continued almoſt 
forty-eight hours on horſeback, returned to the camp on Mon- 
day night, without the loſs of one man. This ſurpriſing paſ- 
ſage through Mountrath woods, occaſioned the beſtowing the 
title of earl of Mountrath upon his poſterity. He was after- 

| wards a principal commander in the battle of Kilruſh. This 
gallant officer loſt his life at Trim, after having routed a large 
body of Iriſh at that place, being ſhot dead, either by the 
enemy, or one of his own troopers, on May 7, 1642. | 

He married Dorothea, younger daughter and coheir of 
Hugh Cuffe of Cuffe's-wood, in the county of Cork, Eſq; 
by whom he had iſſue four ſons and one daughter; Letitia, or 
Nichola, wife of Sir Francis Hamilton of Killiſhandra, in the 
county of Cavan, Bart. privy counſellor to James I. The 
ſons were; 1. Charles, his ſucceſſor; 2. Chidley Coote, of 
Killeſter, near Dublin, Eſq; who performed very eminent 
ſervices to the king during the rebellion in Ireland, and af- 
terwards commanded a regiment there under Cromwell, He 
was founder of the family of Killeſter; 3. Richard, who was 
created lord Coloony, and was anceſtor of the earl of Bella- 
mont; 4. colonel Thomas Coote, of Coote-hill, in the coun- 
ty of Cavan, a brave officer, who died without iſſue. 

Sir Charles, the eldeſt, was the ſecond baronet ; and ſuc- 
ceeding his father, as provoſt marſhal of Connaught, was very 
ſucceſsful againſt the rebels. On May 12, 1645, he was 
conſtituted lord preſident of the province of Connaught, with 
the allowance of 5001. per annum by the Engliſh parliament. 
On June 21, 1650, he routed the Iriſh rebels at the battle of 
Skirforla; and July 8, 1651, took Athlone and Portumna, 
was very active in the courſe of that war, and greatly con- 
fided in by the governing powers, 

In 1659, he entered into meaſures with the lord Broghill, 
for the reſtoration of king Charles II. and brought the whole 
nation over to his party ; for his eminent ſervices on which 
occaſion, on July 30, 1660, the king gave him a grant of the 
poſts of preſident of Connaught, keeper of the caſtle of Ath- 
len, &c. &c, &c. for life. He alſo advanced him to the 
dignity of earl of Mountrath. On February , the ſame 
"/, year, he was appointed colonel of a regiment of horſe, and 
one of the lords juſtices of Ireland; and to him and his col- 
Jeagues in that high poſt, on October 15, 1661, a grant was 
made of 10,0001, to be equally divided among * <1 
' 4 a 3 u 
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ſhould become due upon forfeited bonds for tranſporting wool. 
By the act of ſettlement, it was provided he ſhould be paid

1 noble family came from France very early after 
the conqueſt, and having acquired a good eſtate in the 
county of Kent, reſided at the manor of Moore- court, until 
they removed to Moore- place, in Benenden, in the ſaid coun- 
ty, which they held for many generations.

: [ HIS family were firſt called Boyes, and for their good 


ſervices to the crown of Scotland, got ſundry lands in 
the Mearns, by the gift of king Robert Bruce; and from 
killing a bear which infeſted the country, they were called 
Forbes, and afſumed the coat armour they now bear, with a 
grant of the lands of Forbes, in the ſhire of Aberdeen, from 
Alexander II. f 
Alexander Forbes adhering to king John Baliol, againſt 
Edward I. of England, in 1303, gallantly defended the caſtle 
of Urquhart, but Edward at length taking it by ſtorm, put 


him and his whole garriſon to the ſword. His wife _

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with child, was brought to bed of a ſon named Alexander, 
who continued the family, and had a grant of divers lands 
from king Robert I. He was killed in the battle of Dupplin, 
1332. His fon, Sir John Forbes, who was knighted by Ro- 
bert II. was father of Sir Alexander, father of James, who 
was created lord Forbes by James II. He had iſſue two ſons, 
Sir William, his ſucceſſor, anceſtor of the lords Forbes of 
Scotland; and Patrick, from whom deſcended Sir Arthur 
Forbes of Caſtle-Forbes, in the pariſh of Clongiſh, and coun- 
ty of Longford, who by patent, dated at Dublin, April z, 
1622, was' made a free denizen of Ireland, and the king

IT7ILLIAM, ſecond fon of Gerald Fitz-Walter, and 


| Nefta his wife, (ſee the title of Kildare) was anceſtor 
of this noble family. In 12 Henry II. he held two knights 
fees in the county of Bucks, and the manor of Sperſholt and 
Hermitage, in Berks. In 1171, he was ſent by Strongbow, 
earl of Pembroke, to Ireland, with his fon Raymond, where 


he had a principal ſhare in the reduction of that kingdom. 


He had iſſue by his wife Catharine, daughter of Sir Adam de 
Kingſley of Cheſhire, ſeven ſons and one daughter; Mabilla, 
wife of Nicholas de Cantilupe, by whom ſhe had a ſon, Ray- 
mond, who held lands in Carlow. The ſons were, 1. Odo, 
-anceſtor of the Carews in Devonſhire and Cornwall; 2. Ray- 
mond, anceſtor of the earl of Kerry; 3. Sylveſter; 4. Henry; 
5. William, anceſtor of the Gerards of Cheſhire; 6. John,

- - Raymond, the ſecond ſon, (or, as Sir William Seager ſays, 
the eldeſt) was named le Groſſe from his corpulency, and 
was a principal perſon concerned in the reduction of Ireland. 
On the death of the earl of Pembroke, whoſe ſiſter, Baſilea, 
he obtained in marriage, May 27, 1177, he was by the coun- 
eil choſen chief governor of the kingdom, and ſo continued 
till the arrival of William Fitz-Aldhelm.

HIS noble family is deſcended from John Butler, ſecond 

ſon of Sir Edmund Butler, ſometime earl of Carrick, 

and brother of James the firſt duke of Ormond. Which noble 
family of Butler were originally of Norman extraction, de- 
ſcended from the ancient counts of Brionne, in that dutchy, 
Hubert, of this line, was biſhop of Saliſbury, and afterwards 
archbiſhop of Canterbury, and high treaſurer to Richard I. as 
alſo his chancellor.

HERE are ſeveral conſiderable families in Scotland, 
L who claim their deſcent from the great and ancient 
Macduffs, thanes and earls of Fife, of which this family is 
one; and the riſe and deſcent” of that illuſtrious houſe is fully 
ſet forth in all books of the hiſtory of families in Scotland. 
Mr. Lodge, in his Peerage of Ireland, gives it as the opinion 
of Scots writers, that the family of Duff derive their origin 
from Macduff, thane of Fife. And it is beyond doubt, that 
Duncan, the eleventh earl of Fife, who was killed at the 
battle of Falkirk, anno 1248, had a younger ſon, Malcolm, 
who married a daughter of Duncan, thane of Calder, by 
whom he got a conſiderable eſtate in the counties of Aberdeen 
and Banff, where he ſettled, and was progenitor of the Duffs. 
The family of Fife are deſcended of the Strathbolgies, earls 
of Athole, who for ſeveral generations lived in the north 
parts of Scotland. They were diſtinguiſhed by the appellation 
of Strathbolgie, from the place of their reſidence, and were 
undoubtedly deſcended of David, fon of Duncan the ſixth 
earl of Fife, as is fully ſet forth in the books of heraldry in 
Scotland, under'the title of the Earl of Athole. ; | 
Dayid de Strathbolgie, the eleventh earl of Athole, (the 
fifth generation from Duncan earl of Fife) married Jean, 
eldeft daughter and coheir of John Cumin, lord of Badenoch,, 
by whom he got a conſiderable acceſſion to his eſtate in the 
north, and by her had ſeveral ſons. He was killed at the 
battle of Kilblane, anno 1335, and was ſucceeded by his 
eldeſt fon, EYE WTI BO v7 hs 
Davide de Strathbolgie, twelfth earl of Athole, who turned 
an enemy to his country, joined the Engliſh, and adhered; 
to their intereſt ever after, for which he was forfeited, and 
died in England without male ſucceſſion, in October 1375. 
The younger. brothers of this laſt earl ſettled in the nonth 
of Scotland, and after their brother's forfeiture, were obliged, 
to quit the appellation of Strathbolgie, and aſſumed that of 
Duff, to denote their deſcent from the great and ancient 
Macduffs, earls of Fife, of which there are many proofs in 
the hiſtories of Scots writers, particularly in Sir Robert Dou- 
glas's late hiſtory of the peerage of that kingdom, well au- 
thenticated, ;

Huntly, this family had the lands and eſtate of Muldavit 
and Baldavie, in Banffſhire, They lie contiguous to the 
great eſtate of the family of Athole, of old called Strathbolgie, 
and were long their property; for Muldavit, Craighead, &c.

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SAVILE, Earl of MEXBOROUGH. 
COME imagine thoſe of this name to be deſcended from 
the family of Savelli in Italy, accounted one of the moſt 
ancient in the world; whereof ſome were conſuls before and 
after the time of our Saviour, as Mr. Wood obſerves in his 
Athenz, vol. 1. page 285. and Mr. Richardſon giving an ac- 
count of Sir John Savile, lord chief baron of the Exchequer, 
(before his reports of law-caſes in the reign of queen Eliza- 
beth) mentions the duke de Savilli to own as his relation John, 
ſecond ſon of that Sir John, when he made him a viſit in 
Italy. Many pedigrees teſtify that the name and family were 
numerous in Yorkſhire ; that they came to-England from the 
province of Anjou in France, and that they married to the 
heirs of Rockley of Rockley, Golker of Golker. Tankerſley, 
Rochdale, Copley, and others. Of this family was Thomas

Sir Henry, aforeſaid, born at Bradley on the laſt of No- 
vember, A. D. 1549, was entered in Oxford anne 1561, 
and admitted batchelor of arts in Lent 1565; and growing 
famous for his learning in the Greek tongue and mathematics, 
(in which laſt he voluntarily read a lecture for ſome time to the 
academians) he was, about the year 1570, elected proctor 
of the univerſity for two years together. In 1578 he travelled 
into France, and other countries; and improving in learning, 
languages, and the knowledge of the world and men, became 
an accompliſned perſon; and on his return was inſtituted 
tutor to queen Elizabeth for the Greek tongue, who taking 
a liking to his parts and perſonage, got him elected warden of 
Merton college, and in the year 1596, provoſt of Eaton, 
which college he made his chief endeavour to improve with 
riches and literature. He was afterwards employed by queen 
Elizabeth, as her reſident in the Low Countries. When 
king James I. came to the crown, he had a great reſpect for 
Mr. Savile and his learning, and would have advanced him 
to a higher place, either in church or ſtate; but he refuſed it, 
and only accepted of the honour of knighthood, at Windſor, 


21 Sept. 1604; and ſoon after Henry, his eldeſt ſon, dying, 


and no hopes of ſettling a family, he beſtowed much of his 
wealth in publiſhing books. He collected the beſt copies of 
St. Chryſoſtom, and employed learned men to tranſcribe and. 


make annotations on them, which he fairly ſet forth at his 


own coſt, (computed at 80901.) in a moſt beautiful edition; 
but the papiſts at Paris had their emiſſaries in England, who 


ſurreptitiouſly procured this knight's learned labours, and ſent. 
them over weekly by the poſt into France, ſchedatim, ſheet by 


ſheet, as here they paſſed the . preſs; and Fronto Duceus, a 


French cardinal, printed them as received out of England, 
only joining thereunto a Latin tranſlation, and ſome other 
inconſiderable additions, inſomuch that there were two edi- 


tions 'of St. Chryſoſtom at the ſame time. He was an ex- 
cellent mathematician, witneſs his learned lectures on Euclid, 
for which ſcience he founded two lectures in Oxford, allowing: 
a liberal ſalary to the profeſſors. He was admired by all the 
learned men abroad, of different perſuaſions, and the enco- 
miums given him by divers authors, would make a. manual, 
as Mr. Wood obſerves. He died in Eaton college, 19 Feb. 


1621, and was buried in the chapel there, under a black:
